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Best year for bird watche

le was the best field 
season yet for the Ontario 
Breeding Bird Auas. Now 
entering its fourth year, the 
Atlas is 2 five year program 
to map the breeding distri- 
bution of every species of 
bird that nests in the 
Province. 

More than 2500 reporting 
cards were sent in this 
winter from the 1450 parti- 
cipants who have signed on 
to date. They show that last 
year atlassers again made 
some inieresting and startl- 
ing di Poveries 

Cinkimmon Teal were 
foundin Essex County, fully 
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Hudson's Bay, 
atlasser confirmed Harris's 
Sparrow. In between, at 
Kenora, a Swainson’s Hawk 
nest awaits confirmation. Se 
does the female Canvasback 
with brood, far to the south, 
in Luther Marsh. Many 
sightings of Connecticut 
Warblers and Pine Gros- 
beaks were reported across 
the Province but so far no 
nests have turned. up. 
Atlas information is stor- 
ed in Ottawa in the same 
computerized data base as 
that for the LANDSAT.

A major 
boost is provided to this 
effort by the Ministry of 
Natural Resources and 
other carriers which fly 
pairs of atlassers into 
remote areas free of charge.

Barb Stewart of 

Young's Point often visits 
an aunt and uncle in 
Mexico. She happened to 
mention to her friend, Elsie 
Charlton, how much she 
admired two retired women 
there who had started a 
school for deaf children. 
Elsie thought this would 
make an interesting story 
for the Women's Institute 
February meeting, for 
which she was convener. 
Elsie was right. 

The Lakeside School for 
the Deaf is located in the 
Mexican village of Jocoto- 
pec on Lake Chapala, in the 
province of Jalasco. Two 
retired teachers of the deaf 
had gone there to live. 
However, Roma Jones and 
her friend, Jackie, were not 
the type to settle into a 

quiet, inactive retirement. 

Not long after their 

arrival, they noticed two 
little children who “were 
always out in the street. 
They never seemed to go to 
school or have anything to 
do all day."Upon inquiring, 
they were informed that this 
little boy and girl were deaf. 
A twirling of a finger toward 
the head implied they were 
also a little ‘‘crazy’’. 

These poor children had 
never heard people talk, 
and so had never learned to 
imitate the human voice. 
Barb pointed out, it is only 
within-the last eight years in 
Ontario that there has been 
any spécial education for 
deaf children. The very idea 
would be like a space walk 
to this remote village. 

The poor people in 
Mexico are really im- 
poverished and their chil- 
dren receive the minimum 
schooling. .There are close 
family ties and — parents 
demand and receive strict 
obedience. They dote on 
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School started 
for deaf in Mexico 


their children, but just do 
not have the means to give 
them anything but bare 
essentials. 

Although they spoke no 
Spanish, Roma and Jackie 
contacted the parents, and 
arranged to have these two 
children spend mornings 
with them. After all, they 
reasoned, if the children 
couldn't hear or speak, it 
hardly mattered what 
language was_used. 

Before long, they were 
able to find a trained 
Mexican teacher and the 
two children were being 
shown how sounds are 
formed in the throat, and 
how to turn these sounds 
into words. 

Word spread, and more 
and more children started 
appearing on their door 
step. There was a light for 
these lost souls in .a dark, 
soundless world. When the 
churches in the area heard 
about the project, they were 
anxious to help. Roma and 
Jackie's landlord told them 
there was an old shed at the 
back of his property they 
were welcome to. use. 
Thanks to help from the 
parishioners, a cement floor 
was poured and the building 
was whitewashed.

For the First Nations of 
Canada to have been able to 
sit down at a conference last 
Thursday and Friday and 
discuss self-government 
with the Prime Minister and 


Provincial Premiers of Ca- _ 


nada is a situation that 
would have been considered , 
unthinkable only a few 
yéars ago. The meeting and 
the progress in Indian 
organization have been 
made possible by the work 
of many dedicated Indian 
leaders and by a few white 
people. 

Right here in our area we 
have one such person whose 
work in books and treatise 
form has had a tremendous 
influence on furthering the 
aims and rights of the 


Indian people. 


This person is Norma 
Sluman, who now lives on a 
farm at RR 4, Marmora. 
Born in Toronto, she be- 
came completely absorbed 
in Indian history and culture 
after moving out west and 
watching Indians perform in 
the Calgary Stampede. The 
more she read and studied 
the more she empathized 
with the Indians and came 
to deplore the unfavorable 
and one-sided way in which 
historians and novelists 
depicted them - as barbaric, 
dirty, inferior beings who 
should haye felt grateful to 
the white man for taking 
over theit_lands and intro- 
ducing them to a so-called 
advanced culture. And al- 
ways, in fictional tales, the 
Indian lost out in contests 
whether in war or romance. 

Upon returning to Toron- 
to in 1955 Norma decided to 
change the picture a bit by 
writing a historical novel in 
whiclf the Indian would be 
portrayed as the hero and 
eventually “get the girl’. 
When ie manuscript was 
completed she mailed it to 
Ryerson Press and was 
pleasantly surprised to re- 
ceive notice back that she 
was the runner-up in that 
publisher's annual fiction 
contest. Her book, entitled 
Blackfoot Crossing, was to 
outsell the winner of the 
contest and went through a 
couple of printings. But her

chief surprise from the 


results of its publication was 
the tremendous response 
she received from Indian 
people across the country 
who read the. book and 
wrote to tell her what a 
morale booster it had been 
to read something, at last, 
written from the Indian's 
point of view. 

During her research for 
the novel she learned of how 
Chief Crowfoot of the 
Blackfoot Confederacy had 
adopted Poundmaker, a 
young Cree Indian who was 
destined to become a Cree 
chief:'and ardent spokesman 
for his people in’ seeking 
better treaty terms for 
them. She became very 
curious about the fact that 
Crowfoot’ would adopt a 
Cree, one of his tribe's 
traditional enemies, and in 
the course of her research 
became enchanted with the 
story of Poundmaker and 
was impelled to write a 
second book giving his 
biography. This book re- 
ceived wide circulation upon 
publication and brought her 
more and more to the 
attention of the Indian 
people. She received letters 
of appreciation from the 
Blackfoot Chief Clarence 
McHugh and from Senator 
James Gladstone, first In- 
dian Senator for Canada. 
She was invited over and 
over again to go to different 
Indian reservations and 
throughout the years has 
visited nearly every reserve 
in Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta. 


She also came to the 
attention of the white 
community and was ¢ven- 
tually called to do service 
when the traditionally silent 
and stoical Indians became 
more vocal and pressed for 
better treatment in school 
textbooks. In 1961 at the 
annual Indian Metis Con- 
ference in Manitoba, the 
Indians passed a resolution 
secking to have official text 
books discontinued or re- 
vised. They claimed author- 
ized school texts tended to 
promote a patronizing and 
degrading attitude on the 
part of white people towards 
Indians; that the texts could 


be harmful to the Indian 
child's sense of racial 
dignity and that some texts 
were inaccurate regarding 
Indian life. 

The Education Commit- 
tee of the Conference, 
thereupon, asked Norma 
Sluman to undertake a 
survey to determine to what 
extent, from an Indian point 
of view, the books were 


offensive or inaccurate and/ 
after her 1964 report revi- 


sions followed. One blatant 


inaccuracy which 
pointed out stated “ 
probable that all the Ameri- 
can Indian tribes in the 
course of their wanderings 
lived for some generations 
in the frozen wastes of 
Alaska...(this experience) 
deadened their minds; it 
killed their imagination and 
initjative..."’ 

Later she was asked to 
perform a similar review of 
Ontario textbooks and she 
found these reasonably ob- 
jective when looking at 
Indian life and culture apart 
from contact with the white 
man but there were many 
highly objectionable refer- 
ences giving only one part 
of the picture so as to leave 
a distorted impression. 
Champlain, in one text, said 
of the Indians ‘They were 
living without faith or law, 
without God, without reli- 
gion, like brute beasts.’ She 
objected not so much to 
such references but there 
was little attempt to de- 
scribe events in terms of 
Indian culture and tradition. 


Another book stated that 
the missionaries were there 
‘to show why the Indians 
should live at peace with 
one another and their white 
brothers.’ Indians pointed 
out the smug hypocrisy of 
such statements where\the 
French actively encouraged 
the animosity between their 
Indian allies and enemies 
and they noted that Chris- 
tians also have frequently 
been militantly aggressive. 

Norma Sluman returned 
to Winnipeg to live and 
work for a while and while 
employed at the indian 
Friendship Centre there 
met a department worker, 
Jean Goodwill, the daughter 


of John Tootoosis, an 
Indian leader who was a 
great grandnephew of the 
great Chief Poundmaker. 
Jean Goodwill had be- 
come more and more aware 
that many of the young 
ambitious Indian leaders 
did not recognize or under- 
stand who had built the 
foundation of the Indian 
organizations that had 
grownwp since the turn of 
the century at which time 
the Indians had been 
dispersed and demoralized 
to the point of almost 
abandoning all sense of 
identity asa race and a 
culture. She wished these 
young people to know about 
Indian leaders like her 
father who worked through 
out his life to establish an 
organization of the Chiefs of 
Saskatchewan and pressed 
for Canada-wide organiza- 
tion. His influence was 
great in the birth of the 
present National Indian 
Brotherhood of Canada. < 
It took Jean more than 
two years to convince her

How are we to assess the 
nationwide controversy over 
the B.C. Goverament’s wolf 
killing program? Most of 
all, it must be seen that wolf 
control is a political issue. 
involving conflicting public 
values and objectives 
shaped -by our views of 
nature. a 

For those who believe it is 
our God-given right to have 
our way with nature and 
whose objective is to maxi- 
mize game populations, 
then the reduction or 
}, elimination of wolves is 

entirely. reasonable. And 

the 20th century science of 
wildlife management, with 
its promise of ‘“‘game 
ranching’’ to maintain de- 
sired production levels, has 
/ willingly served this philo- 
sophy. Recognizing that 
climate, food supply and 
disease are difficult factors 
to regulate - and steeped in 

a culture long antagonistic 

to predators and moved by 
political pressure to main- 
tain hunting opportunities 
at all costs, wildlife mana- 
gers readily pull the trigger 
on wolves as undesirable 


competition with 
hunters. 

On the other hand, for 
who have come to 
appreciate the interdepen- 
dence of all living orga- 
nisms and believe that 
wolves, like all other wild- 
life, have a rightful place in 
natural ecosystems, the 
killing program is a pro- 
blem. Wolves are gone now 
from the Maritimes and 
much of their southern 
range, especially agricul- 
tural regions. While not yet 
officially endangered, as in 
Sweden (where funds are 
now spent on wolf rehabili-

‘especiaily true when it's not 
clear that wolves are the 
cause of decreased game 
populations. Last year 
wolves were killed in the 
Yukon. It has since come to 
light that 80 per cent of the 
moose calf mortality origi- 
nally blamed on wolves was 
actually the work of bears. 
Our science is still uncer- 
etain. 

Given our knowledge of 
natural systems, the first 
concern of management 
after human life and proper- 
ty are reasonably secure, 
should be the integrity of 
the biologican environment, 
including wildlife relation- 
ships. What is needed more 
often’ than not is people 
control, not predator con- 
trol. “Wolf kills may be 
necessary as a last resort to 
avert the loss of another 
wildlife population: (and 
hence wolves as well). 
However, if this happens a 
ban- on hunting «is also 
warranted. 

Control programs, experi- 
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never reach the drawing 
board until a thorough study 
of all other potential factors 
relating to depressed wild- 
life populations has drawn a 
blank. Dr. John Theberge, a 
Canadian wolf expert, re- 
ports he is drafting a 
proposed outline for such a 
study which he hopes will 
lead to a consensus among 
wildlife biologists. 

It's clearly too late. for 
science to offer a reasonable 
solution in B.C. But we in 
Ontario have an opportunity 
to avoid such battles. I have 
little @oubt the tension will 
mount. Provincial wildlife 
policies already provide for 
predator control programs 
and wolf kills are not 
common. Canada’s pioneer ~ 
wolf researcher, Dr. Doug 
Pimlott, said it best more 
than 20 years ago. “‘The 
greatest danger to the 
timber wolf lies in the 
future. ard the end of 
this century - when large 
areas of ‘big game’ range at 
last become accessible, and 
when the annual kill from 
hunting finally approaches 
the production of the lands, 
what will our attitude be 
then? Will we be willing to 
share deer, moose and 
caribou with the wolves?"’

In 1984, Ontario will 
launch a year of celebration 
to commemorate the Pro- 
vince’s Bicentennial. Festi- 
vities will stretch from 
Kenora to Cornwall and 
beyond, honoring our past.

Ontario. 

Why was 1784 chosen as 
our startpoint? Wasn't On- 
tario always here? 

Of course, the land mass 
itself didn't suddenly spring 
into being two hundred 
years ago. In point of fact 
it’s among the oldest on the 
planet. But the Bicentennial 
is celebrating more than the 
age of a geographic region. 
We're paying tribute to the 
founding and flourishing of 
an organized society which 
has grown into the Ontario 
we know. 

When was this place 
officially named Ontario? 

The Province of Ontario 
was created by the British 
North America Act of 1867, 
the same law that esta- 
blished the Dominion of 
Canada as a confederation 
of four provinces. Even then 
our present-day boundaries 
weren't firm until 1912. 

But weren't we once 
called Upper Canada? 

This area was called 
Upper Canada from 1791 
until 1841 when, after the 
1837 Rebellion and Lord 
Durham's report, the Act of 
Union combined Upper and 
Lower Canada.

Canada. Colonel John 
Graves Simcoe was ap 
pointed Lieutenant Gover: 
nor of the new Province of 
Upper Canada, and called 
the first Legislative Assem- 
bly to meet at Niagara in 
1792, 

Were these seulers the 
United-Empire Loyalists? 

Many of them were. By 
1791 they had been joined 
by others who came up from 
Lower Canada or Were the 
first arrivals in the great 
stream of emigration from 
Britain and Europe which 


, continues today. ‘As well, 


some settlers from the 
United States who did not 
qualify as Loyalists were 
attracted here by good land 
and other opportunities. 

Who were the Loyalists? 

To be recognized as a 
Loyalist, a person had to 
show evidence of allegiance 
to the King during the 
American Revolution. Of 
the more than 7,500 Loya- 
lists who came to Ontario, 
farmers, mier- 
artisans, hunters 
and their families. They 
brought with them the 
experience of living on the 
frontier and an appreciation 
of law and order.

importance of working toge- 
ther. The majority were 
born in the United States 
and were like the Americans 
of the day, descended 
largely from English, Scot- 
tish, Irish, German, Dutch, 
Native American and Afri- 
can forefathers. 

You mention Native peo- 
ple. Weren't there Indians 
here in Ontario-long before 
1784? 

Certainly there were. The 
first’ Eurasian people came 
to North America over 
25,000 years ago. There is 
evidence that they have 
lived in Ontario more than 
10,000 years, following the 
retreat of the glaciers which 
once covered much of the 
land. By the 17th century 
when French explorers. 
beginning with Champlain 
and Brule, began to visit 
this area, a well-organized 
society of Native people 
existed in Ontario. Those 
whé came in 1784 leaving 
their traditional lands in 
New York State had been 
allies of the British during 
the war. 

Didn't the French have 
settlements in Ontario be- 
fore 1784 too? 

The first French settle- 
ment in Ontario, the mis:

Before you start to 
decorate, you must prepare 
the eggs cither by hard 
cooking or removing the 
shell contents. 
To hard cook eggs. place 
eggs in a saucepan, add salt 
and enough cold water to 


cover eggs. Cover and bring 
rapidly just to @ boil. 


Reduce beat and let egg 


stand in hot water for 15 to 
20 minutes. Cool immed- 
iately under cold running 
water to prevent dark rings 
around yolk. 

If you wish to save the 
decorated eggs, blown eggs 
are the best. First wash and 
dry the eggs. Using a clean 
darning needle, pierce both 
ends of the egg: slightly 
enlarge the hole at one end. 
Push needle into egg to 
break the yolk. Hold the egg 
over a bowl and blow into 
the small hole. Rinse shell 
out well with water and 
allow to air dry. 

Use the rawwegg within 
one or two days or freeze it. 
To freeze, add salt, sugar or 
syrup depending on the 


pieces of colored paper, 
fabric and some imagina- 
tion, they can make a whole 
collection of animals.

Don't forget to make a 
personalized egg which you 
can use for the egg hunt and 
then use as place cards for 
the dinner table.

Dip 
the egg in the dye; all but 
the name will be colored.

Decorated eggs also make 
beautiful centrepieces for 
the table. To make a 
centrepiece, pile the eggs 
on a base of green straw. 
Also, decorated eggs can be 
used as gafnishing around

After Easter is over, use 
leftover hard cooked eggs in 
salads and casseroles, make 
devilled eggs or use them as 
garnishes for casseroles and 
vegetables.

But that’s not all he does. 
He also builds most types of 
furniture, kitchen cabinets, 
wood sanding machinery 
and shingle mills to cach 
customer's specification, 

Sporring says: “I will 
build machines to fit the 
order—if they need a new 
type of machine for a job. 
Ih build x.” 

Sporring was born and 
raised on a farm in the 
Ouawa valley. Before lea 
ving in 1976, he was a 
computer technician at Bell 
Canada Training Centre in 


were a number of reasons 
for his resignation; one was 
because he did not want to 
work for a company that had 
a union. - 

“I guess the day - Bell 
ratified the union was when 
I decided to go on my own 
full time.“ said Sporring. 

While still working with 
Bell, Sporring had already 
started cabinet making part 
time and was finishing the 
design of his sawmill. He 
said. he first noticed the 
need for a new type of 
sawmill when he was 
young.

produced. And, he said, he 
noticed that the larger mills 
had difficulty handling 
smaller timber that is 
predominant in the area 
today. 

“Just through my use of a 
regular shop bandsaw that I 
used for cabinet making, I 
saw how small an amount of 
power it took to use it. That, 
combined with the smooth 
cutting action, made me 
figure that it could be 
applied to sawing logs as 
well,"" said Sporring. 

Sporring said he spent 
over three months just 
scratching a design . on 
paper before coming up 
with something workable. 

“I've always wanted to 
build a sawmill of some kind 
and it was only due to the 
persistent prodding of a 
good friend from Bell 
Canada, Cliff Loucks, who 
could foresee the need for 
an efficient one-man mill, 
and a returned Bell engi- 
neer,Ralph MacDonald who 
put up the funds and 
ordered the first mill, that I 
owe any success to,” 
Sporring said. 

Sporring said the first 
prototype turned out to 
work surprisingly well. The 
mill is based on the 
bandsaw principal, requires 
less horsepower than con- 
ventional mills, and yields 
in the area of 30 to 40 per 
cent more lumber than a 
conventional circular-type 
mill, The mill will handle 
logs of 18 inches in diameter 
and 16% feet long, although 
track extensions will allow 
sawing of logs up to 40 feet 
long. He said the average 
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production of his mill 
can reach ap to 2000 board 
feet. 

“An attachment for saw- 
ing cedar shingles and 
shakes is also available 
which increases the versa- 
tility of the unit. One other 
big plus ‘is the mill's 
portability, as it weighs only 
1400 pounds, can be set up 
in five minutes and can be 
taken easily into the logging 
area...Processed lumber 
can then be transported out 
on the saw chassis itself,’ 
explained Sporring. 

One owner of the new 
style of sawmill is Gord 
Wannamaker of RR 5, 
Madoc. Wannamaker uses 
the mill extensively to build 


log homes. He said he has _ 


had a 60 per cent decrease 
in work time in building a 


home because he can use 
the mill to cut tennons and 
square timbers for floor 
joists and rafters. He had 
i done all that 
work with a chainsaw. 
Sporring is a one man 
operation located south’ of 
Madoc on Highway 62. He 
said it takes him 24%. to 
three weeks to build a 


design sawmill 


at a time when neither 
public or government sup- 
port can be dependedypon.

Diabetes fundraising 


The Quinte Branch of the 
Canadian Diabetes Associa- 
tion is holding its annual 
fund-raising campaign in 
the month of March. 

Recently, it has been 
announced that Connaught 
Laboratories Lid., Toronto, 
has developed Canada’s 
first synthetic insulin. As 
some diabetics are resistant 
ta the animal-based hor- 
mone, this synthetic insdlin 
duplicate will ensure a 
readily available and less 
expensive supply of the 
life-saving hormone. 

The process used can also 
help produce Interferon, a 
substance used in treating 
cancer, for a fraction of its 
carrent cost of $2.000 ‘per 
dose. 

Another recent announce- 
ment was a drug called 
glipizide. This drug will 
guard against blood-vessel 
damage in diabetic victims, 
and may some day be used 
routinely to prevent blind- 
ness and kidney failure. 
Injury occurs when tiny 
blood vessels, called capil- 
laries, become leaky. This 
damage begins when a layer 
of the capillary walls known 
as the basement mem- 
brance grows thick and 
irregular. Other problems 
affecting diabetics are gan- 


grene, heart disease and . 


stroke. 

Although diabetes can be 
‘controlled by insulin, first 
discovezed by Frederick 
Bantingignd Charles Best in 
1921, complications make it 
the third leading cause of 


’ death among Canadians. 


Diabetes affects nearly 
one million Canadians and 
ten million Americans and it 
is also estimated that there 


are as many people with“ 


diabetes who have not yet 

been diagnosed. 
With such promising re- 

should be very pleased, but 


it is disappointing that the 
Canadian Diabetes Associa- 
tion only had $800,000 for 
research in 1982. There 
were requests for more 
research funds, in the 
amount of $4,000,000. In- 
cluded in the aforemen- 
tioned $800,000 for re- 
search, was a $300,000 
grant from the government. 
This was the first time 
funding was made available 
to Diabetes Research by the 
government. 

Most of the people with 
diabetes could avoid it. 
Overweight and stress are 
the major causes of mature- 
onset diabetes. Even ten 
pounds overweight at the 
age of 40 increases your 
chances of becoming diabe- 
tic. 

Diet, exercise and less 
stress are very important 
factors in preventing dia- 
betes. In the past, * our 
donations have been inade- 
quate to complete all 
education programs we 
could ~have implemented 
and to also provide suffi- 
cient research funds! 

By the year 2,000 every 
family in Canada Will be 
affected by diabetes. Statis- 
tics show that the incidence 
of diabetes is increasing at 
an alarming rate. We must 
educate! We must find a 
cure!

Q. I have been a farmer for 
20 years. | am planning to 


retire next year and transfer , 


all my farm property to my 
son. Am I liable for any 
resulting capital gains? 

A. No. Farm property 
may be transferred to @ 
child at a value between its 
gost and its fair market 
value. The child assumes 2 
cost base at the transfer 
value and becomes liable for 
any resulting capital gains 
on a future sale. 

Q. Eight years ago my 
wife and I bought a home 
for $50,000, and we always 
used it as our principal 
residence. Over the years 
we invested several thou- 
sand dollars as improve- 
ments, but last year we sold 
it for only $40,000. Is this 
loss deductible on ‘our tax 
return? 

A. No. Losses on the sale 
of a personal residence are 
not deductible. There are no 
provisions in the Income 
Tax Act to compensate the 
taxpayer for such a loss.

The amount of 
meat in the cap will vary 
within the rib section. Cut the 
cap into cubes or strips and 
marinate for kebobs. fondue.

Remove the ribs and feather 
bones and then cut between 
the ribs. The ribs can be 
covered with barbecue sauce 
and baked. Save the feather 
bones and any trimmings to 
make a beef stock. 

Trim and cut the remaining 
meat; this is your rib eye roast. 
it can either be left whole or 
cut into steaks. 

Wrap roast. ribs and cubes 
separately in foil or freezer 
paper. Pad any sharp bones 
with extra foil to prevent the 
bones from piercing the 
packaging.

For many years farm 
fencing in Ontario has been 
fences have been falling 
down; sometimes repaired, 
sometimes not. Page wire 
and barbed wire have been 
tried, with varied success. 
The one is hard on the 


wallet, the other is fre- 
quently injurious to the 
livestock. 


The trend here has been 


away from pasturing live- 
stock, towards confinement 
of herds; away from the 
four-legged forage harvest- 
er, towards the increased 
use of tractors and forage 
handling equipment to 
bring the pasture to the 
barn. As a result there has 
been a huge increase in the 
man-hours, tractor time and 
equipment cost involved in 
feeding livestock. A primary 
cause has been the lack of 
low cost, effective fencing 
techniques, and the conse- 
quent under-employment of 
many our our 
resources. 
Today many farms are 
developing their best arable 
land to grow* large scale 
crops. Old fence lines have 
been removed to join 
several smaller fields into 
big fields, for ease of 


cultivation with big machin- . 


ery for big crops of corn, 
grains and alfalfa. Rougher 
land, not easily cultivated, 
has been left behind in the 
drive’ to concentrate on 
heavy cropping the more 


easily worked acres. Our 


pastures and grazing land 
are slipping away from us, 
becoming overgrown with 
weeds and brush.

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Until fairly recently, no 
major changes in livestock 


- fencing have appeared on 


the Canadian farm scene for 
quite some time. Farmers 
have had to get by using old 
rails left over from Gran- 
dad's day, barbed wire, or 
page wire fence. In the 


_ 1980s electric fence arrived 


to the farm. But the early 
electric fencing, although 
useful to reinforce barn- 
yards, and fence small 
areas, was limited in its 
application to larger pasture 
areas due to the loss of 
power caused by contact 
with grass and weed 
growth. So the decline of 
fencing techniques have 
mostly. been either prohibi- 
tively expensive, or not 
sufficiently reliable; and 
with the increased availabil- 
ity and capability of agricul- 
tural machinery, 
farmers turned their atten- 
tion to the mechanization of 
livestock feeding. 


At the beginning of the 
1980s, we, in Ontario, first 
began to be aware of a 
revolution in fencing tech- 
nology that had been taking 
place for over a decade on 
the other side of the globe. 
Farmers in New Zealand 
had cut their fencing costs, 
through the development of 
a new generation of electric 
fencing. By using solid state 
electronics and updated 
technology, researchers had 
developed a much, much 
more powerful kind of fence 
controller. These new units 
could electrify a far greater 
length of fence than any- 
thing previously available. 


many . 


April 6 9am. to 9 p.m. 


Distances of five to 25 
miles of fence could now be 
controlled by just one 
fencer. In addition the 
greater power provided 
much more effective stock 
control. 

Suspension type fencing, 
using high tensile steel 
wire, was adapted to build a 
stronger, less expensive, 
and permanent insulated 
fence to carry the new high 
power electric pulses. 
Whereas earlier electric 
fences had been subject to 
very severe power loss 
when confronted with heavy 
vegetation growth; these 
new fence controllers, 
known as ‘‘low impedance” 
fencers, could put out 
sufficient power to kill grass 


and weeds touching the 
fence wires. 
As a result of this 


‘*Twentieth Century”’ 
fencing, New Zealand farm- 
ers.were able to use more 


pasture than ever before. 


Because costs were lower 
than’ more conventional 
fencing, they could afford 
more and better fences, 
resulting in greater control 
of livestock on pasture. 


Better grazing 
were possible; increased 
stocking rates and rotational 
gtazing, leading to better 
pasture condition and per- 
formance, and more usable 
feed per acre.

near the equator. These 
areas, known as Vavilov 
Centers, are the 
sources of all our natural 
food plant varieties. With 
the coming of the Green 
Revolutioin and the gradual 
enroachment of urban areas 
into arable land, the natural 
endemic varieties of the 
Vavilov Centers (mostly in 
the third world) are quickly 
disappearing and are being 
replaced by the new hybrid 
varieties developed in coun- 
tries like the U.S., Canada 
or Sweden, Now millions of 
acres are sown to monocul- 
tures of foreign seed, 
leading these countries to 
dependence on food sources 
beyond their control. 

The FAO estimates that 
within 15 years two-thirds of 
all seeds planted in the 
Vavilov Centers will be of 
uniform strains. We are 
losing the world’s reservoir 
of Valuable genetic material 
which is our built-in protec- 
tion against unforeseeable 
changes in the varied 
ecologies of our food-grow- 
ing lands. 

With the thousands of 
older varieties world-over 
being replaced by a few 
newly developed ‘ones, the 
chances of losing the 
genetic information con- 
tained in their germ plasm 
is greatly increased. Al- 
though the germ plasm of 
thousands of cultivars may 
have no. great commercial

The great majority of 
plant patents are held by 
multinational oil, chemical 
and drug companies such as 
Royal Dutch Shell, Ciba 
Geigy and Monsanto. Sceds 
are considered a ‘depres 
sion-proot growth 
uv’. se these companies 
are quickly buying up mans 
of the large and smaller 
family-run seed businesses

You will also need a large 
freezer, about 2.8 litres for 
every 13.6 kilograms to 15.9 
kilograms of meat (one cubic 
foot for every 30 pounds to 35 
pounds of ‘meat.

However, on 
making a final decision on 
what plant populations to 
aim for, several additional 
factors should be consider- 
ed. 


1. The final plant stand 
should be 50,000 plants 
per hectare where the yield 
levels have tended to be low 
and plant lodging is a 
problem. On soils that are 
low in fertility, susceptible 
to drought, or imperfectly 
drained, the lower popula: 
tions are well worth consid- 
ering. The population 
should also be lowered 
under late planting condi- 
tions. 

2. Consideration should be 
given to increasing plant 
density up to 62,000 plants 
per hectare on farms with a 
history of high yields and 
low plant lodging. On 
fertile, well-drained soils 
with high moisture-holding 
capacity, an increased plant 
density is most likely: to 
return dividends. Higher 
plant populations are more 
often warranted in the 
shorter season areas (less 
than 2900 heat units),. and 
under conditions where corn 
is planted early. 

$. Consideration may be 
given to increasing plant 
populations in corn that is 
being produced for whole 
plant silage to between 
62,000 and 70,000 plants 
per hectare. These higher 
populations have given 
highest yields in Ontario 
research trials, with no 
effect on grain content oF 
dry matter percentage of 
the silage. Populations 
above 62,000 plants per 
hectare should not be used 
on droughty soils, when the 
crop might be harvested for 
grain, or in regions with 
$100 or more heat units. 
Increased populations will 
lead to greater stalk break- 
age for corn that is being 
produced for grain. This will 
not occur in corn harvested 
whole plant silage 
because corn silage is 
harvested at an earlier stage 
of growth.

Nutritional needs 
change with age 


“What we eat often has a 
direct relationship to how we 
feel. As we mature, proper 
eating becomes more of a 
challenge.” says Monica 
Beaumont, a food and nutri- 
tion specialist with the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food's rural organizations and 
services branch. 


Bone loss {osteoporosis}, 


vitamin and mineral deficien’ 
cies. overweight and under- 
weight and constipation are 
some of the nutritional prob- 
lems that plague the. elderly. 

With increasing age, ealci 
may be withdrawn from the 
bones faster than it is replaced, 
causing brittle, fragile bones. 
This condition is known as 
osteoporosis. 

Increasing calcium intake, 
restricting protein intake to 
two to three moderate servings 
and exercising daily will help 
to keep the bones in good 
shape. Excellent sources of 
calcium are milk and cheese. 

The elderly tend to have 
iron, vitamin A and C defi- 
ciencies. To obtain these 


~ nutrients, unrefined whole

grain cereals, fresh fruits and 
vegetables should be eaten 
daily. 

Being overweight is a prob- 
lem for many mature people. 
After age 350, the amount of 
energy used decreases, and the 
needs for calories is reduced; 
however, the requirements for 
essential nutrients remain the 
same. 

To lose weight, select foods 
from Canada’s Food Guide 
that are lower in calories but 
high in nutrients. Being under- 
weight can be just as serious as 
being overweight. 

People who are underweight 
are more susceptible to infec- 
tion. Underweight people are 
most likely not receiving all the 
essential nutrients they need. 
To increase weight, select 
foods high in calories and 
nutrients, and eat several 
meals a day. 

To alleviate constipation in- 
clude whole grain cereals, 
fresh fruits and vegetables in 
your diet and drink a lot of 
water. A diet high in fibre can 
eliminate the need for over- 
the-counter medication. “

opened with the award 
winning movie, If You Love 
This Planet, featuring Dr. 
Helen Caldicott, who de- 
scribed the death and 
destruction that occurred at 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
and the present state of our 
nuclear crisis. 

“In the event of a nuclear 
war today—we would be 
annihilated,"’ said Caldi- 
cott. 

Mann said that our 
situation today is even 
worse than Caldicott paints. 
He said a recent scientist's 
report stated a small bomb, 
one per cent of our arsenals, 
would move so much dirt 
and smoke into our atmos- 
phere if exploded, that it 
would cause a nuclear 
winter. He said scientists 
say that a bomb could be 
dropped on us in August 
and the temperature after- 
ward would stay at minus 20 
celcius indefinitely. 

Mann, explained that 
there will not be a war if 
nuclear missiles were used, 
because there is enough fire 
power between the Soviets 
and the U.S. to kill everyone 
on the earth many times 
over. 

"We may not grasp the 
fact that we may be the last 
people to inhabit the pla- 
net,’ said Mann.

Membership of Operation 
Dismantle has risen from 
550 in the fall of 1981, to 
over 3,700 in 1985. 

One reason for the recent 
opposition to the cruise 
missile testing in Canada is 
the fact that they cannot be 
traced by satellite. Mann 
said if these new missiles 
were deployed, multilateral 
disarmament would become 
next to impossible to 
achieve. 

A Stirling woman said 
that even if there is no hope, 
she won't stop working 
against it— because it is 
evil...It is not enough to get 
rid of nuclear weapons, 
because they can be in- 
vented again— we must get 
rid of war,’’ Mann said. 

Mann said the first step 
to helping the drive for 
nuclear disarmament, is for 
interested persons to edu- 
cate themselves about the 
facts of nuclear holocaust. 
Then, the next step is to go 
out and tell others what they 
have learned and ask them 
how they feel about nuclear 
disarmament. He added 
that there are a lot of people 
who feel that ‘‘if the Soviets 
have a loaded gun, then so 
should we.” 


Operation Dismantle and 
Project Ploughshares (ano- 
ther peace group) asked 


1,048 mayors in Canada to ; 


declare their municipality a 
nuclear weapons free zone 
in recent years. Operation 
Dismantle reported that

He said Costa Rica has 
agreed to propose the world 
vote at the next United 
Nations General Assembly. 

A fact sheet on Operation 
Dismantle’s concept of a 
global referendum on dis- 


armament stated: “*The © 


vote in any country, and the 
pre-vote activities and de- 
bate, would educate and 
mobilize. public opinion in 
that country. As votes take 
place in other countries, 
‘public opinion would be 
mobilized in a very few 
years on a global scale, and 
a sense of momentum and 
inevitability will gradually 
accrue to the forces of 
disarmament. 

“The vote would esta- 
blish disarmament.as a key 
issue of the 1980s. The vote 
is expected to pass in all 
countries, with national 
yotes from 60 per cent to 95 
per cent “‘yes’’ and an

One 
member of the HEG poirited 
out that the government 
was also spending their tax 
dollars to promote these 
conversions with the $800 
grants. 


Mr. Sheppard passed the 
floor on to Mr. Pollock who 
stated, in reference to 
nuclear power, that “‘it's a 


clean fuel, therefore I think 


that we have got to stay on 
that course.’ He also said 
that since he represents. a 
riding that is ‘“‘a large 
tourist area, we have to 
consider the effects of acid 
rain on the lakes although 
oil heating is not a large 
contributor.”’ 


The Home Energy Group 
has as its stated aim the 
“raising of awareness of 
energy conservation in oil 
heated homes as cost 
effective, logical alternative 
to conversion.’ They intend 
to go on promoting their 
views until the government 
concedes that they have 
been using tax dollars to 
promote a myth at the 
expense of both the tax 
payer and the independent 
fuel oil dealer or until the

Without the air- 
pack, his rescue attempts 
were also not successful. . 

The bodies of the three 
men were finally removed 
with an aerial platform, 
from which were suspended 
two ladders lashed together 
and lowered through the 
roof door to reach the silage 
surface. 

At the coroner's inquest, 
the forensic scientist re- 
ported that the victims’ 
lungs showed massive 
bleeding and contained high 
levels of methemoglobin, 
evidence of exposure to a 
strong oxidizing agent. This 
was attributed to nitrogen 


dioxide (NO-2) or silo gas. 


This tragic chain of 
events is related here with 
permission of the Conner 
family to remind farmers 
and silo service people of 
the deadly nature of the 
gases sometimes found in 
and around farm silos.

"| didn’t think an old pro 
like yourself would fall into, 
the trap of putting out fuzzy 
material....The two plastic- 
lined storage tanks are filled 
with dry earth, They are not 
boiling caldrons of poison 
waiting to discharge their 
lethal content into the creek 
and district water supplies. 
Further, the ground around 
the pots is constantly being 


monitored, and should any 
leaching occur, the Ministry 
of the Environment will 
direct Uniroyal how to 
handle it. To date there's no 
sign of a problem. 

‘As for cattle drinking 
the creek water, if the horde 
of Canada geese can survive 
nesting on the pond beside 
the plant. the water can’t be 
all bad. 


Good seed month 


Seeds. are the basic raw 
material of agriculture. The 
better the seed, the better 
the crop. 

March has been designat- 

_ed Good Seed Month. 
During this month, farmers 
are being reminded to use 
certified seed for a good, 
high-yielding crop. 

Certification of pedigreed 
seed is the responsibility of 
the Canadian Seed Growers 
Association (CSGA) under 
the Canada Seeds Act. 
Agriculture Canada’s seed 
division, laboratory services 
division and regional field 
staff provide technical back- 
up. Together Agriculture 
Canada and CSGA ensure 
the quality of certified seed. 

In 1983, Agriculture Can- 
ada inspectors examined 
more than 400,000 hectares 
of seed production. Every 
field of pedigreed seed 
grown iri Canada is inspect- 
ed by \experts who make 

sure that the seed crop is 
properly isolated on all 
sides from other crops, and 
other varieties of the crop 
being inspected. Agricul- 
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FACTORY SALES 
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4e Massey Ferguson 
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ture Canada inspectors also 
check each field for freedom 
from weeds and other crops, 
purity of variety and proper 
land use. 

After harvest and proces- 
sing, samples of the seeds 
are lab-tested for purity and 
germination. These tests 
are performed at the federal 
department's five regional 
laboratories at ‘Edmonton, 
Saskatoon, Winnipeg. Tor- 
onto and Montreal. About 
45,000 samples are tested 
every year. Final inspec- 
tion, grading and labelling 
of the pedigreed seed is 
done either by. Agriculture 
Canada inspectors themsel- 
ves or under their supervi- 
sion. 

Seed testing is also of 
international _ importance. 
Canada is known as a major 
seed producer and a major 
seed importer and exporter. 
Canada participates in 
several international organ- 
izations relating to seeds, 
such as the International 
Seed Testing Association, 
the OECD Seed Scheme,

‘Don’t be penny wise, 
pound foolish _ 


Here we are again just 
past the Ides of March, 
Spring is waiting around the 
next corner as Old Man 
Winter blows the last of his 
icy gusts. 

Farmers everywhere 
should be finished repairing 
their equipment and getting 
ready to start anew the 
time-honored style of till- 
ing, sowing, and reaping. 

Certainly now is the latest 
time to check over your 
equipment and be ready for 
the season coming up. 
Waiting until the day before 
a machine is needed is a 
penny wise, pound foolish 
method of checking over 
and repairing machinery. If 
work is required, you may 
not be able to get it done in 
time. 

Nowadays, most dealer's 
parts departments keep @ 
much smaller stock on hand 
because of the high cost of 
maintaining large inven- 
tories. This may lead to 
parts having to be ordered 
so, right off the mark, at 
least‘One day is lost waiting 
for delivery. Then, if the 
part isn't immediately avail- 
able, a back order may take 
up to several weeks to 
complete. That results in 
down time for your mach- 
ine, and money spent for 
rental or custom work. 

Leaving check-overs and 


repairs to the last moment 
can lead to trouble in the 
field. Rushing through the 
eleventh hour checkover 
often results in missed 
maintenance steps, or im- 
proper servicing. Many 
machines break down as a 
direct result of missing a 
grease nipple or forgetting 
to replace a retaining clip on 
a roller chain master link. 


Taking note of the follow- 
ing points may help improve 
the quality of your check- 
overs and repairs: 

1. Give yourself plenty of 
time for check-over and 
repairs in case parts have to 
be ordered and/or major 
repairs are needed. 

2. Don't put off check- 
over and repairs - mid-sea- 
son breakdowns are expen- 
sive. 

8. Always follow the 
manufacturers maintenance 
schedule, and don’t rely on 
your memory. -Use the 
owners’ manual to make 
sure you do it right. 

4. Make sure that all 
fasteners and retainers are 
properly replaced and, for 
your own safety, always put 
shields back on the mach- 
ine. 

In my next article I'll talk 
about the cost of mainten- 
ance, parts and repairs.

the magnesium test is under 
20. On these soils, magne- 
sium can be supplied either 
by magnesium sulphate, or 
if potassium is also requir- 
ed, by sulfate of potash 
magnesia. 

Over-application of pota- 
ssium can induce magne- 
sium deficiency. For this 
reason it is important to 
monitor soil potassium 
levels closely, and restrick 
potash application rates to 
those recommended by the " 
OMAF soil test. 

Zinc deficiency occurs on 
corn in Ontario. Visual 
symptoms on the leaves are 
the best means of determin- 
ing deficiency but soil tests 
are also useful. Response to 
zinc should not be expected 
unless deficiency symptoms 
are quite marked. 

When zinc is required it 
may be applied to the soil 
mixed in ‘the fertilizer at 
rates supplying 4 to 14 kg 
zinc/ha. The higher rate 
should be sufficient for up 
to three years. Not more 
than 4 kg zinc/ha should be 
banded at planting. Zinc 
may be applied as a foliar 
spray at rates supplying 60 
g zinc/100 litres (0.6 1b/100 


gal). A wetting agent should — 


be added. Spray to leaf 
wetness. 

Other micronutrients are 
not likely to be deficient on 
corn in Ontarie.

of nitrogen is not rccom- 
mended. In Essex, Kent 
and Lambton Counties and 
on the clay and clay loam 
soils of Huron, Perth, 
Middlesex, and Elgin, pre- 
plant applications of nitro- 
gen have not been as 
efficient as side-dressed 
applications. For preplant 
application an additional 50 
kg N/ha should be applied. 
On these soils in this area 
anhydrous ammonia has 
produced 3-5% higher 
yields than ammonium 
nitrate or urea. In the 
remainder of Ontario, pre- 
plant application is equal to 
side-dress application. 

Solid forms of nitrogen or 
28 to $2% solutions may be 
applied to the surface of the 
soil without incorporation. 
Under dry conditions the 
effectiveness of all forms of 
nitrogen fertilizer may be 
improved by incorporation. 
If the Aertilizer solutions 
contact leaves, burning and 
yield reductions are likely to 
occur. 

Anhydrous ammonia, 
applied with conventional 
equipment, should be plac- 
ed a minimum of 15 cm 
deep in the soil, When 
appropriate equipment is 
used, ammonia may be 
applied with a cultivator or 
disc a minimum of 10 cm 


~ deep with the ammonia 


outlets spaced no more than 
45 cm apart. Because 
anhydrous ammonia may 
damage plants, it is prefer- 
able to make a pre-plant 
application crossways to the 
direction the corn will be 
planted. 

The major portion of the 
phosphorus and -potassium 
may be broadcast and 
plowed or worked into the 
soil either in the fall or 
spring. However, where soil 
tests show a requirement 
for these nutrients a fertil- 
izer containing nitrogen and 
phosphorus or nitrogen. 
phosphorus and potassium 
should be applied as a 
starter at planting time. 
The starter fertilizer should 
be applied in one of two 
ways: 

1. Ina band 5 cm to the side 
and 5 cm below the seed. 
The rate of application in 
the side band should not 
supply more than 55 kg of 
ni “per hectare or a 
total—of 90 kg of nitrogen 
plus potash per hectare in 
one metre rows. If urea is 
the nitrogen source, not 
more than $0 kg of nitrogen.

DISEASE AND INSECT 
CONTROL IN CORN 
Seed Treatment 


Seed‘corn sold in Ontario’ 


has been treated with a 
fungicide, such as captan, 
Vitaflo 280 or thiram, for 
protection against seed 
decay organisms. A treat- 
ment may also have been 

to control insects 
that attack seed in storage. 
Additional treatments to 
protect seeds from soil- 
inhabiting insects should be 
appied every year. Use 
diazinon to reduce damage 
by seed maggots and 
lindane for protection from 
wireworms. Seed treatment 
combinations of diazinon 
and lindane are available 
from seed suppliers and 
should be applied as recom- 
mended. Follow the direc- 
tions on the label with care. 
Thorough mixing is impor- 
tant. 

Apply insecticides to the 
seed just before planting or 
mix them with the seed in 
the planter box. Use a wood 
paddle to mix the chemicals 
and seed.

Pink, white, green and 
black molds may develop on 
ears.

The green and black molds 
do not normally pose a 
problem except when; in 
gread abundance, they may 
put livestock off feed. 
Development of the ear rot 
is stopped when corn is 
dried, or ensiled, but the 
level’ of harmful toxins, if 
“present, remains unchang- 
ed. Where corn is stored in 
cribs these fungi will, under 
favorable weather condi- 
tions, continue to grow and 
produce toxin until corn 
moisture drops below 20%.

Exercise caution in feed- 
ing moldy corn, especially 
to hogs.

Incidence of head smut in 
field corn has been low 
since 1980. However, 


spores of the head smut . 


fungus survive in the soil for 
several years. This disease 
is easily confused “with 
common smut but is much 
more destructive. Recom- 
mended hybrids differ in 
degreee of resistance to 
head smut. Consult OMAF 
Factsheet, Head Smut of 
Corn, Agdex 111/632 for 
further details of the 
disease. 

On farms where . head 
smut has not been identi- 


fied, there is no need to ' 


select hybrids on the basis 
of head smut resistance. 
Select hybrids based on 
characteristics such as 
yield, stalk strength, 
maturity, etc. 

On farms where head 
smut has been identified, 
selection of hybrids with 
resistance should be con- 
sidered. However, be sure 
to also consult the current 
Ontario Hybrid Corn Per- 
formance Report for infor- 
mation on yield, stalk 
strength and maturity of 
these hybrids.

Corn 


There are two species of 
corn rootworms that 


damage corn in Ontario. 
The northern corn rootworm 
is still the predominant 
species east of Toronto, 
while the western corm 
rootworm is the predomin- 
ant species west of Toronto. 

The larval stages of these 
species feed on corn, 
causing damage by tunnel- 


ing through and pruning 
roots from mid June to mid 
July. When fully grown the 
, white larvae are 
about 1.5 cm long. The 
norther adult is a plain 
yellow or green beetle about 
0.5 cm in length; the 
western adult is yellow with 
black markings and is 
slightly larger than thé 
northern adult. Both adults 
feed on corn silks from 
August to the first frost. See 
OMAF Factsheet, Corn 
Rootworms, Agdex 11/622. 
Crop rotation is recom- 
mended to control both 
species of rootworms. 
if crop rotation is not 
practical and extensive 
goosenecking occurs 
throughout a field, then 


check roots for evidence of: 


rootworm feeding. When 
feeding is evident apply a 
soil insecticide at planting 
the following spring. Use a 
planter-mounted granular 
_ insecticide applicator with a 
spreader attachment to 
place an insecticide in at 
least a 15-cm band in front 
of the press wheel but not in 
contact with the seed. A 
spring-tooth attachment or 
a drag chain mounted 
behind the press wheels is 
recommended on Max 
Emerge TM planters. Cali- 
brate the’ applicator each 
year and when switching

Placement behind the 
planter shoe and ahead of 
the press wheel is particu- 
larly important. 

European Corn Borer 

The stalk breakage pro- 
blem in any year cannot be 
predicted but will depend 
on many factors including 
weather conditions, stalk 
rot, wind and borers. 

The cream-colored female 
moth usually lays her eggs 
on the underside of corn 
leaves, beginning in early 
June in southwestern 
Ontario and somewhat later 
in other parts of the 
province. After hatching, 
the young borers feed on 
the leaves, giving them a 
pin-pricked appearance. 
Sometimes 
scars are elongate. Later, 
the borers work downward 
into the ‘‘throat’’ (whorl) of 
the plant and feed on the 
developing leaves. After- 
wards, they enter the stalk. 
Control is effective only if 
tha borers are destroyed 
before they enter the stalk.

tem, called an anaerobic di- 
gester, that can change 
manure into methane gas 
and several other useful by- 
products. 

Methane gas is similar to 
propane. It can be used to 
run an ordinary engine 
that has been modified for 
the fuel. 

Since methane isdifficult 
to convert into a liquid fuel, 
it is best used in stationary 
engines. 

The digester is quite sim- 


-ple. It is an ordinary con- 


crete tank. Manure is 
pumped into the tank 
where special bacteria 
transforms it into the gas 
and other products. 

We now ate working with 
a hog farmer in southern 
Ontario to-test it under on- 
farm conditions. So far the 
results are encouraging. 

It is supplying valuable 
methane for on-farm use 
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Barnyard energy 


But it is also supplying 
valuable protein for use-in 
the hogs’ feed. The digester 
removes the natural bacte- 
ria found in the manure, 
leaving only single-cell pro- 
tein that is safe andclean to 
feed back to the hogs. In 
fact, this farmer is produc- 
ing enough protein from 
the digester to replace upto 
40 per cent of the oil mea 
feed used now on his farm. 

While barnyard energy 
will never become a major 
source of energy in the fu- 
ture for our urban centers, it 
can offer farmers with an 
energy source that is safe, 


economical and renewable.

Power electric fencing; and 


how, due to its low cost and 


great versatility, it can be 
such a valuable tool for 
controlling livestock in the 
field, so as to improve and 
maintain our pasture land to 
provide an economical cost 
and labor efficient means of 
supplying good quality 
gtazing for our animals. In 
this, the second part, we 
will go on to discuss in 


greater detail the specifics . 


of how to use the New 
Zealand system to fence 
different types of livestock. 

In structure, New Zea- 
land system fencing con- 
sists of two or more, heavy 
gauge. high tensile steel 
wires strained between 
corner post assemblies, and 
supported every 100 to 150 
feet by lightweight, in- 
sulated posts driven 18 
inches deep in the ground. 
Spaced between the driven 
posts two to four ‘‘drop- 
pers’ are attached perpen- 
dicular to the wires, to 
maintain the wire spacing 
and distance from the 
ground. Power is supplied 
by a “‘low impedence’’ 
Fence Controller, which can 
be battery powered or plug 
into. an electrical outlet, 
depending n the availability 
of Hydro power. The fence 
construction using large 
gauge high tensile steel 
wire provides an extremely 
strong and lasting perman- 
ent fence, and the low 
impedence Fence Controller 


ed 


specifically temporary in- 
stallations such as sub- 
dividing hay fields for more 
efficient aftermath grazing 
and protecting crops in 
emergency situations. Its 
components are neither as 
long lasting nor as electri- 
cally efficient as permanent 
electric fencing: 

The most commonly used 
wire in New Zealand type 
fencing is 12% gauge, high 
tensile steel with a very 
heayy galvanized coating. 
Experience has shown that 
a large gauge wire gives 
much better eletrical con- 
duction than lighter wires 
do. This is necessary to 
utilize the full potential of 
the low impedence Fence 
Controllers used with these 
fences. As the fences are 
self supporting for com- 
paritively long distances 
between posts, High Ten- 
sile steel is important to 
limit wire stretching and 
minimize sagging. Very 
heavy galvanizing, of 
course, is to ensure that the 
fence will last, and work 
effectively for a far longer 
life than more traditional 
wire fences. - 

The wire is strained 

“between corner post 4as- 
semblies by means of an 
“in-line” wire tightener. 
These are fitted on the wire 
itself, and the wire is 
strained by twisting the 
tightener until the wire is 
tensioned. The tightener is 
then secured in position 
with two pins or nails, and 
stays on the wire. This 


method obviates the need 
for hassling with ‘‘chain- 
type’’ wire pullers, and 
provides a simple way to 
adjust wire tension if 
necessary, or to adapt the 
fence to different livestock 
requirements. Due to the 
tension used in constructing 
the fence, heavy duty 
porcelain strain insulators 
are recommended at the 
wire ends, to prevent 
insulator cracking and the 
consequent hard to locate 
short circuits. 

The corner post assem- 
blies should consist of six 
inch top cedar corner and 
brace posts, with a four inch 
diameter horizontal brace 
bar, and brace wire. The 
posis should be set at least 
three foot deep in the 
ground, Where heavy, well 
drained soil conditions 
exist, it is sometimes 
possible to do without the 
brace posts; but the corner 
posts should be set deeper 
and wedged tightly with 
large stones. In areas of 
very shallow soil cover’ and 
surface rock, stonecribs or 
barrels filled with stone can 
be used. Another successful 
technique is steel pipe set 
upright in a couple of old 
tires filled with cement. - 

To support the fence 
wires between corner posts, 


every 100 to 150 feet a. 


lightweight post is driven 
into the ground and the 
wires attached to it. Origin- 
ally a very dense hardwood 
stake was used, but these 
are now giving way to 
fibreglas ‘‘T’’ posts, due to 
the superior insulating 
qualities of fibreglas. Fibre- 
glas ‘‘droppers’’ are light- 
weight fibreglas rods fast- 
ened vertically to the fence 
wires every 30 to 50 feet 
between the fibreglas 
driven. posts. With their

Due to the extremely brief 
period of time that the 
current is in the fence wires 
(three millionths of a 
second), the ‘'speed’’ of the 
impulse greatly reduces the 
power loss caused by grass 
and weed growth touching 
the fence. Grass growth that 
would short-out earlier 
fencers may cause some 
voltage loss, but will not 
prevent an effective shock 
being transmitted over long 
distances of fencing. Be- 
cause a strong shock is still 
pulsing through the fence 
wires, the grass and weeds 
touching the fence will die. 
These New Zealand type 
Fence Controllers are avail- 
able in battery powered and 
plug-in models to power 
both small areas and up to 
See New Zealand on Page 
ISA:

it is most important to select 
a hybrid with good stand- 
ability and thus some 
resistance to breakage. 
Avoid plant populations that 
are too high for the hybrid 
grown. Higher plant popu- 
lations lower stalk quality 
and can result in more 
breakage. In addition, 

rs should plant as 
early as feasible to reduce 
the infestations by the 
second generation where it 
occurs, and to obtain as 
early a harvest as possible. 
Harvest as soon as suitable 
moisture levels are reached 
to decrease losses from 
dropped ears and broken 
stalks which occur during 
autumn storms. 


European Corn Borer 
Strains 


There are two distinct 


strains of the European corn 
borer in Ontario. Most areas 
have the gtrain with a single 
generation per year, but 
south of a line from Sarnia 
to London and Simcoe, the 
strain has two generations 
per year. There is some 
resistance to leaf feeding by 
the single-generation stain 
and the first generation of 
the: two-generation strain, 
but none by the second 
generation feeding where it 


occurs. The resistance rat- 
ings, as such, are not 
available but are reflected, 
among other factors, in the 
standability ratings avail- 
able in the current Ontario 
Hybrid Corn Performance 
Trial Report. 
Two-Generation Area 

In the southwestern area 
where the two-generation 
strain occurs, the second 
generation is larger thdn the 
first, is more abundant in 
late-planted corn, and is 
responsible for most of the 
early loss due to damaged 
shanks and stalks. For this 
reason the non-chemical 
recommendations listed. in 
the 1984 Field Crop Recom- 
mendations Report are 
generally preferable. if 
insecticides are applied, use 
a material also listed in the 
1984 Field Crop Recom- 
mendations Report but 
apply it in August against 
the second generation. 
Eggs for this generation are 
laid over a five-week period 
and eggs can be laid in any 
one field over a three-week 
period. Probably more than 
one application would be 
required for significant con- 
trol.

tin occurs, losses can be 
high enough to warrant 
control, You should exa- 
mine the plants for borer 
feeding before tassels show 
in the whorl or when plants 
are about 60 cm tall. 
Examine the plants at 
10-day intervals and spray if 
you find that more than. 
50% of the plants have 
feeding scars. Two applica- 
tions, 7 to 10 days apart, 
may be needed for signifi- 
cant control. Once the 
larvae bore into the stalks. 
treatments are not effective 
and should not be applied. 
In some years the one 
generation strain produces 
a partial second generation. 
This flight is usually small 
and occurs towards the end 
of August. It does not pose a 
seriuos threat to corn. For 
further information, see 
OMAF Factsheet, European 
Corn Borer, Agdex IIl/622. 
Spraying Precautions 
Bees often visit sweet and 
field corn to collect pollen. 
Where spraying is being 
done bee poisoning may 
result. Sevin and Furadan 
are highly toxic to bees but 
Sevin is the most damaging 
since it is carried to the hive 
and poisons the brood. If 
bees are in the area, advise 
local beekeepers of spraying 
activity and do not use 
Sevin. Your, local agricul- 
tural representative has a 
listing of beekeepers in your 
area. Damage to bees is” 
reduced when sprays are 
applied in early morning or 
late evening when bees are 
not foraging. Do not, treat 
when the wind is blowing. 
Avoid contamination of 
roadsides and adjacent 
fields where plants may be 
in bloom. 
Cutworms 
They are found in the soil 
and attack seedling corn in 
the two- to five- 
leaf stage. Plants suddenly 


wilt because the stem is— 


hollowed out or cut off at or 
just below ground level. The 
cutworms can usually be 
found in the soil within a 
few centimetres of damaged 
plants. There are a number 
of species of cutworms and 
they may be gray to dark 
brown in color and striped 
or mottled. Mature cut- 


worms are about 3.5 cm 


long. Cutworms that are 
, nearly mature (over 2.5 cm 
long) are difficult to control 
but they will stop feeding in 
a few days when they reach 
full size. It is not recom- 
mended to apply insecticide 
in this case because most of

1. Post a warning sign in 
an obvious place such as on 
the feed room door or 
beside the silo chute. Many 
silo builders provide such 
signs, some with operating 
instructions warning of gas 
and injury hazards peculiar 
to their own brand of silo. 
The message can be quite 
simple, such as DANGER, 
SILO GAS. 

2. Check to see if your 
local fire department (or 
similar emergency service) 
has. the pressure-demand 
remote breathing apparatus 
for such emergencies.

Remember, 
it only takes a moment to 
die from NO-2 exposure. 

7. Before entering a 
previdusly filled silo, check 
the depth of the settled 
silage. To make sure that 
the air-blast is reaching all 
the way down into the 
headspace, attach a tube 
adaptor to the blower pipe 
(see Figures 2, 3 or 4). 
Leave the chute doors 
closed and ventilate the silo 
by running the forage 
blower. In silos up to 7.2 m 
diameter, about 30 minutes 
of ventilation is required to 
reduce gas levels enough to 
allow safe entry. Larger 
silos and deeper headspace 
may require more ventila- 
time time. Keep the blower 
running while you are in the 
silo.
